tice McKenna stated, “to a whole- 
; sale druggist for sale to him for 
j purpose not prohibited.” 
The court in a previous decision 
held that owners could withdraw 
I from private warehouses liquor for 
their own consumption. 
Referring to the contention that 
the prohibition am endm ent ami the 
Volstead act. if applied to liquor 
m anufactured and lawfully acquir­ 
ed before the am endm ent and the 
law' became effective would be void 
jus taking from property its essen­ 
tial attributes of the right to use it, 
I possess it and enjoy it. Justice Mc* 
1 Henna stated that the court was not 
disposed to trace the elem ents of 
the contentious minutely, as they 
were all answ ered by the form er de- 
* 
clition of the court in the national 
prohibition cases. 
Declaring 
he had

agreem ent with the previous decis­ 
ion of the court in holding th at li­ 
quor in private w arehouse could he 
lawfully moved by owners to their 
residences for consumption. Justice 
McReynolds 
asserted

doctrine laid down by the court in 
that case was good, it would permit 
ow ners to 
w ithdraw

w arehouses 
and he urged 
that unless the court took that view t 
it should “frankly” w ithdraw its I 
form er decision. 
In the present cases, liquor was 
entrusted to governm ent w arehous­ 
es as perm itted by the statute, he 
said, but the ow ner “is denied the 
privilege of taking it home because 
that warehouse is not contributory 
to his dwelling,
